WASHINGTON, Dec. 8.—The impression, 
@s stated to a Post-DisPaTCH correspondent,

DANVILLE, I1., Dec.8.—Thne first execution in 
the history of this County took place at 12:35 
to-day, when Harvey Pate and Frank Stiers, 
the murderers of Henry Helmick, were 
hanged from the same scaffold. The doomed 
criminals took leave of their rbélatives and 
friends yesterday afternoon. At this last 
interview Pate’s father, mother, two broth- 
ersandtwo sisters were present, and the 
mother and two brothers of Stiers. Both of 
the boys shea tears during the affecting 
leave-taking. Pate told his mother, crying 
as he stroked her hair, not to sorrow for 
him, He was going to a better world, and 
the happtest hour of his life would be when : 
he stepped upon the scaffold, 

After the relatives left the jail the evening 
was spentin prayerand singing. The con- 
demned were permitted to occupy a large 
room in the jall and they were 
visited by young men of Dan- 
ville, who took part in the singing. They 
were all seated togetheron benches around 
the walls, Pate and Stlers being on opposite 
sides of the room. Between the hymns 
Stiers said: ‘‘Itis the last night we will ever 
hear youboys sing. To-morrow night we 
will hear the angels sing In heaven.’’ 

The two condemned boys slept sounder 
than usual last night. They did not retire 
until 12, and slept soundly until 6 o’clock this 
morning. They had but little appetite for 
breakfast. They spent the entire morning 
shouting ‘‘Hallelujah,’’ ‘*Amen,’’ ‘*Bless 
the Lord’’ and like ejaculations.1At 10:50 they 
had dinner and ate but little. Immediately 
after dinner they began dressing for the 
scaffold. They prayed and exhorted the 
turnkey and reporters to meet jithem in 
heaven. Upto the hour of being led out to 
Geath they were apparently happy and re- 
signed to their fate. 

ON THE SCAFFOLD. 

At 12. o’clock the march from the cells in 
the prison to the scaffold began. Both the 
young men held up remarkably well and 
showed no signs of breaking down. On the 
scaffold Pate warned young men (to 
beware of dime novels and bad com- 
pany. His volce was frm and nhiz

Pate said recently: **I started on the 
wrong road when I went to West Point, Tex., 
in May, 1891.

The announcement that there are pros- 
pects of a water famine in the city at this 
season of the year seems preposterous, yet 
such is the fact. 

The Mississippi River, which ts wont to go 
on a tear in the spring time and 
flood the American Bottoms on 
the Illinois side of the river 
as far back usthe bluffs, attaining a height 
on the gauge atthe foot of Market street of 
30 and 85 feet, is to-day washing that same 
gauge at the zero mark. 

It is the lowest point ever reached since the 
gauge was placed there, and the low: 
est known to have ever been reached 
in the life of the oldest river 
men. Navigation has been suspended 
for some time, there being no more than two 
or twoanda half feetof water on an aver- 
age between here and Cairo. 

WATERWORKS CRIPPLED. 

But this is not the worst feature of the situ- 
ation, The Waterworks at Bissel’s point 
are seriously crippled as wellas those at the 
Chain of Rocks. Several of the engines are 
now pumping windthrough the conduits or 
have been shut down, while the others are on 
the eve of suffering the same fate. 

At the Chain of Rocks thereis but one in- 
take pipe thatcan be used and Water Com- 
missioner Holman said this morning that 
if there were a fall of another foot he would

At 12:35 the traps were sprung and the ex- 
ecation of Helmick’s murderers was over. 
There was no hitch inthe arrangements and 
the machinery of law worked to perfection. 

Thecrime for which Pate and Stires suf- 
fered death to-day wasthe murderof Henry 
J. Helmick, a prosperous farmer of Pilot 
township, living twelve miles from this city, 
on the night of Aug. 25, 1893. 

Harvey Pate, aged 21, Frank Stires, aged 
19, Elias McJunkins, aged 18, and Oharles 
Smoot, aged 17, were readers of trashy lit- 
erature of the Jesse James sort. Pate had 
been in Texas two years and imbibed many 
stories of highway robberies and bold ex- 
On the afternoon of the day 
mentioned four boys started 
out to Helmick’s residence. Pate had 
worked for Helmick, two weeks before this, 
and knew he had money. They had two re.- 
volvers. between them. Helmick and wife 
were at church and were returning homelina 
carriage, The two younger boys grasped the 
horses’ reins, whiletPatejand stires called to 
Helmick, ‘‘Hands up.’’ Mr. Helmick re- 
plied, ‘‘All right, boys,’” at the same time 
striking his horses sharply. As they plunged 
loose Pate fired and Helmick fell over dead tn 
his wife’s lap. ‘The wife grasped the reins 
from the hands of the dying man and guidea 
them in the road .teward houie, a half mile 
away. The four boys then coolly returned 
home to Danville the same night. 

Young Smoot fell under suspicion and con- 
fessed onthe Sunday following, implicating 
the others. McJenkins also confessed, the 
same afternoon, in jal). 

The news of the confession Monday night 
brought the neighbors of Mr. Helmick to the 
city in force. Threats of lynching were freely 
made. The jail was assauited Monday night 
by fully 2,000 peopie. The boid stand of the 
sheriff and his deputies, seconded bythe 
police force, prevented a successful attempt. 

The farmers of Pilot township returned 
home determined to. lymeh the prisoners if 
the court failed to bang them. Although 
there beon many murders in this county 
there had never been a hanging. The farm. 
ers organized 400 strong and were on hand at 
thetrial. Alithe young men pleaded gulity 
and to the relief of the community the Judge 
sentenced Pate and Stires to be hanged and 
McJunkins and Smoot to the penitentiary 
for life. The farmers were satistied., 

ALL MERE LADS. 

The convicted lads were all young to suffer 
the well-deserved puinishment for such an 
awfalcrime.

Frank was a coal miner, 
working for the Consolidated Coal Co. and 
the Grape Creek Coal Co. The first store 
he robbed was the Diamond coal store of the 
Consolidated Coal Co. in Danville In 1891. He 
would not say who was with him on this 
job. In July, 1892, with McJunkins, he rob- 
ped the Glenburn store a “te MI. 
Swallow, securing a large quantity of mer- 
chandise. With McJunkins he next robbed 
the coal company’s store at Mission Field. 
When the miners went on a strike last spring 
Frank Stlers walked intothe company’s stare 
at Southtown, and pointing a shotgun at the 
book-keeper, forced himto pay Stiers what 
money Stiers thought was coming to him. 
Some vicious assaults were made about this 
time on the persons and house of Coal Superin- 
tendent Emery, and it fs belleved that Stiers 
was the ringleader. He and Pate are also 
accused of nearly beating the life outofa 
barber near the Vermilion River bridge. 
Stiers has persistentiy denied all complicity 
in these lasttwocrimes. He would not talk 
about any crime in which any one who Is still 
at large was concerned.

‘ Rev, Moshéim Rhodes, pastor of St. Mark’s 
English Evangelical Lutheran Church at Bell 
‘and Cardinal avenues, will commemorate 
next Sunday the twenty-second anniversary

A heavy debt became 
the burden of the church on ac- 
count of the improvement made, but 
at the end of ten years the debt 


was lifted and the chureh became 
too small to accommodate the members. A 
lotat Belland Cardinal avenues was pur- 
chased for $5,250, which was paid within a 
year. Work on the church was Degun at once, 
and an imposin edifice was erected. 
The lot, church and furnishings cost $65,000, 
and in 1681 an obligation for $32,000 weighted 
the congregation. Kut this burden has since 
been reduced to $9,000. St. Mark’s has 500 
members and a Sunday schooliwith 300 pupils, 
besides the largest Christian Endeavor Union 
in the city, andanm extensive stranger at- 
tendance. The church is very active in city 
work and has done much to help churches 
of the denomination elsewhere. Dr.

while in 1898 they exported 1,773,556 tons, 
valued at $5,149,534. In 1892 our export to 
Canada amounted to 680,388 tons. 

That we need protection against Canada 
when we sell coal there is an absurdity so 
manifest that it needs no refutation. The 
only effect of the duty is to compel Ameri- 
cag consumers near the Canadian coal mines 
to pay more for their fuel than is charged 
their neighbors just across the boundary 
line, and it gives the mine owners of Penn- 
sylvania and West Virginiaa monoply of 
the New England market which cannot be 
entered by the Nova Scotians.. 

By making coal f the manufacturers 
of New England and. the Pacific Coast 
could buy in British America, as water 
transportation from Nova Scotia and Brit- 
ish Columbia is much cheaper than fail

As THE Provisional Government of 
Hawaii was recognized both by President 
Harrison and President Cleveland, it has 
full and good standing so far as this 
country is concerned, and an attempt to 
overthrow it would be to stultify our- 
selves as wellas to commit an act of war 
against what is known technically asa 
friendly power.

How They May Defeat the Pians of 
Pixoto’s New Filiect. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 8.—The meage 
details of the crippling of the Peixto cruiser 
America’s machinery andthe report that a 
mutiny had broken outon board the ship, in 
quieting which Capt. Crossman was 
wounded, creates considerable appre- 
hension at the Brazilian Legation, 
These reports give rise te the suspicion that 
thatamong thecrews of the Ameriea and 
Nictheroy there may bea number of emis- 
saries of Admiral Mello, who at a critical 
time may play into the hands of the rebels 
and render the conguest of the two ships an 
easy thing for the rebel fleet. 

Sofar as known here there has been no 
trouble on board the Nictheroy, but the 
Brazilian Minister will feel much relieved in 
mind when she is reported safe in some port 
of his country. 

HOW MELLO GOT OUT. 

LONDON, Dec. 8.—The correspondent ofa 
London paper, who witnessed the passing of 
the forts guarding the entrance to Rio Bay by 
two of Mélio’s ships, describes it thus: 

‘*On Thursday, Nov. 29, I learned that the 
Aquidaban and Eperanza were to leave the 
harbor at midnight. I went aboard her 
majesfy’s war-ship Sirius and obtained a 
clear view from the upper bridge 
of their departure. The Aquidaban 
weighed anchor at midnight and 
proceeded slowly down the harbor, with the 
Esperanza 400 yards in acdvance. The search 
lights on Gloria Hill and Fort Sao Joao 
showed the whole scene distinctly. Forts 
Lage, Santa Cruzand SaoJoao opened fire 
Ou the two vessels at 12:30. The ships made 
no reply at first. They passed Fort Lage 
safely. When abreast of Fort Santa Cruz the 
Esperanza openeda heavy fire on the fort 
and the Aquidaban, when 700 yards from the 
fort, gave it a full broadside. The fire of 
the ships was continued with machine 
and quick-flring guns until they were 
abreast of Fort sao Joao. Then 
both opened their starboard broadsides. 
While the ships were passing the forts the 
insurgent gunners in Fort Villegaignon 
opene‘la well-directed fire on Forts Lage 
and Sao Joao, bursting seven shells over one 
search-light and damaging itto such an ex. 
tentthatthelight was stopped. After the 
first broadside of the Aquidabana heavy 
smoke enveloped the ships, and the search 
lights were unable to penetrate it. At 1:15 
the Aquidaban set off two white and 
one red rocket, which was ae »precon- 
certed signal, meaning all well 
and safely out. The Aquidaban did not use 
her search lights in passing the forts, I visit- 
ed the Aquidaban Defore she left and found 
Admiral Mello and his officers and 
crew cheerful and confident of ulti- 
mate success. The Aquidaban has gone 
to Desterro to join the Republica and to 
bring troops northward. After clearing the 
fortsthe Aguidaban threw her search light 
upon the military school, which she 
bombarded for half an hour, doing great 
damage tothe DbDuildifigs. The Government 
fears that Admiral Gouzalves, with the war- 
ships Tiradentes and Bahia, now at Monte- 
video, will probably join the insurgents. 

‘*On Friday morning a steamer arrived 
which reported that she passed the Agquldt- 
ban and Esperanza thirty miles to the south- 
ward, and that all were well.

WHY THE DOCTOR DECIDED TO KILL

Could Not Conveniently Obtain a 
Corpse With Which to Deceivs the In- 
surance Company-—So It Was Decided

New YORK, Dec. 8.—The trial of Henry C. 
F. Meyer and his wife, who are accused of 
causing the death of five persons by means 
of poison, is nowfairly on. Meyerand his 
wife stand indictedfor the murder of Luda- 
wie Brandt, whose life had been in.- 
sured under the name of Baum, 
and it is under this indictment that 
trial is proceeding. Assistant District At- 
torney John F. McIntyre, in oppening the 
case forthe people, related how four prec- 


ious rascals, Brandt, Muller, alias Wimmers, 
Meyer, and the real Baum, had met in jail. 
Baum was in Joliet for forgery. \eyer and 
Muller were released and met in 
Chicago, and entered into a conspiracy 
ta defraud insurance companies. Meyer 
told Muller that Branct was under his influ- 
ence. He visited the real Baum and found 
out all about his history. Then he went to 
Germany and found Baum’s parents. What- 
ever planshe had in regard tothe original 
Baum miscarried, and he told Muller that he 
would persuade Brandt to take Baum’s 
name, 

‘*Brandt must go to New York with you,’’ 
he’sald. ‘*He must be made deathly sick by 
drugs that will bring him to death’s door, 
and when we get him so sick that a doctor 
will pronounce his case almost hopeless (I 
am a doctor and know how to do it) we’ll 
take him elsewhere and will geta corpse 
which I'll pass as Brandt's or Baum’s. 

‘*1’'ll get a young physician to attend 
Brandt, who will give acertificate of death 
when thetimecomes and then we'll collect 
the insurance.’’ 

Mr. McIntyre told how Meyer had his wife 
married to Brandt under the {name of Baum;

, Loughlin—Incidents of the Trial. 


CHICAGO, Ill., Dec. 8.—In the trial of De- 
tective Dan Coughlin for the Cronin murder, 
Judge Wing, clitef counsel for the defense, 
addressed the jury this morning, follow- 
ing Attorney Donohue, who con- 
cluded his speech last evening. 
It was thought much of the interest in 
the crime had been lost, but each day’s big 
crowd in and about the courtroom shows 
that thig is not the case. The belief is held 
that the prosecution Is not likely to end with. 
the conviction or acquittal of Dantel 
Coughiin, The friends of the wmur- 
dered man say they will never rest 
until all of the conspirators have been put on 
trialandthere are phasesof the case which 
show that this ts not an idle boast, Intimi- 
dation of witnessés for the State is likely to 
furnish grounds for the prosecution of other 
parties not directly active in the murder. 

If Mrs. Foy is permitted to testify there is 
no telling what new facts may be disclosed. 

Court records show that the defense hag 
fought strenuously, but thus far without suce 
cess, to keep her out of the 
case. Police records show that the woman 
has been beaten, and her life threatened by 
those interested in making her keep her 
mouth shut. These tactics have failed and 
now the story is being industriously circa- 
lated that Mrs. Foy is insane; that her 


statements implicating Coughlin, Burke, 
Cooney, Dawn, O’sullivan, Foy and others, 
in the conspiracy ant murder, are but the 
phantasmagoria of a diseased brain. 

If it can be shown that the woman's min@d

There was no more social in- 
tUmacy between themthan existed between 
Wr. Hornblower and any other member of 
the Court of Appeals. It Is not true, as 
stated in the pamphiet, that this was Mr.

He thinks the 
excessive percentage of chlorides found in 
the samples taken from the lllinois River 
and from the Mississippi River below the 
mouth of the illinois as compared with the 
marked difference of showing in this respect 
presented by samples taken the Missis- 
sippi above the mouth of the Iilinols can 
admit of no conciusion except that the 


source of defllement ig to be found in the 
waters of the lillinois River, He urges fur- 
ther investigations, to be followed out on 
three main lines, chemical, microscopical 
and biological.
